Indianapolis, Dec. 15.—Mayors of 


twenty cities and towns of the state 
met today at the Clayp'ool -hotel and 
appointed a legislative committee to 
draft a bill to be presented to the leg- 
islature, which, according to the. mo- 
tion of Mayor Edward J.' Fogarty, of 
South Bend, shall embody the repeal 
of'the Metropolitan police law and 
amend the cities and towns law, to 
permit city and town officers to suc- 
ceed themselves 
and 
remedy what 


were thought to be inequalities in the 
classification of cities which affect the 
weaker cities of the third and fourth 
classes. 


The committee conists of Mayors 


Lawrence Becker, of Hammond; Ed- 
ward J. Fogarty, of South Bend; D. 
C. Anderson, of Hunt.ington; George 
P. McKee, of Logau.\iort; W. H. Ar- 
nett. of Kokomo; L. Darrah, of La- 
porte; George E. Greene, of Vincen- 
nes; W. B. Reed, of Attica; S. E.

At an informal discussion preced- 


ing the meeting today, changes in the

er and placing his duties on the coun- 
ty treasurer, providing that the board 
of works shall consist, of the mayo.", 
city engineer and street commission- 
er, and providing that the mayor may 
be the police judge.

The decree denies the recivrships 


asked by the government. An appeal 
which bas been taken to the United 
States supreme court will act as a 
temporary stay to the decree filed to- 
day.

This witness was asked a number 


of questions and allowed to answer 
hem over the objection of the attor- 
neys for the defense. These questions 
had to do with the conditions discov- 
ered at the time and were rather in 
the line of medical testimony.

objection was made because Mr. Stout 
had not qualified himself as competent 
to answer, but Judge Watklns held 
otherwise.

Stout and, he gave the same testimony 
that he had already^ given twice be- 
fore. He described the discovery first 
of an abnormal condition of the neck 
that aroused his. suspicion and proved 
0 him that.latteral-pressure on both 
sides had been exerted and had frac 
,ured the hyoid. 


Further examination revealed thai 


:he girl had been tampered with anc 
.hen Dr. Greenwell was called to make 
a post mortem examination. This evi 
dence was followed by that of Dr 
Greenwell, who stated that he made 
1 thorough examination and 
foum 


that there was no water in the lungs. 


This is in 
line 'with the state's 


known theory that the body was 
placed in the cistern under Dunn' 
kitchen after she was dead and is one 
of the strong points in the chain o 
evidence. The cross examinations o 
these witnesses was very short and no 
attempt was made to break down their 
testimony. 


Although the state asked Dr. Bar- 


nett only three questions on cross ex- 
amination the taking of the medical 
testimony consumed the most of the 
day. 
Judge S. M. Hench stated today 


that there are about ten more wit- 
nesses and the state may close its 
case tomorrow or by the day after r>t 
farthest.

Mrs. Samantha B. Spencer, widow 


of Hon. M. V. B. Spencer, for many 
vears a prominent Fort Wayne man, 
and later United States pension agent 
for Indiana, died at 1:40 o'clock this 
morning at her home in the White 
apartment house, 723 Webster street, 
at the age of 68 years and 8 days. 
Death was due to Bright's disease, 
from which Mrs. Spencer had been 
suffering for many months. 


Mrs. 
Spencer came from a promi- 


nent pioneer Fort Wayne 
family, 


though she was born In Danville, Ind. 
Her father was Rev. Samuel Brenton, 
once president of the old Fort Wayne 
11. E. college and later representative 
in congress from this district. 
She 


was united in marriage in this city in 
1SG7 to Mr. Spencer, who had located 
in Fort Wayne In 1S56. The family 
removed to Indianapolis In March, 
1891, when Mr. Spencer was appointed 
by President Cleveland as pension 
agent for Indiana, and Mr. Spencer 
died in that city la 1901. Two years 
ago Mrs. Spencer returned to Fort 
Wayne, and this has been her home 
since that time. She. was a member 
of Wayne street M. E. church and a 
woman of fine character, who was 
widely known and universally es- 
teemed.

WAKE UP TO CANAL 
PROJECT. 


In a letter to the Toledo Blade, 


George W. Lytle of that city says 
to his fellow citizens something about 
ths Lake Erie-Lake Michigan canal 
project that is quite as applicable to 
Fort' Wa'yhe as to the metropolis of 
northwestern Ohio, We quote the 
opening paragraph of Mr. Lytle's most 
admirable and Impressive letter bear- 


ing upon Internal waterway develop- 
ments in the United States:

this city the same degree of apathy 
toward tho Toledo, Fort Wayne and 
Lake Michigan waterway project that 
there baa been in Toledo, It is true 
nevertheless that tho people of Fort 
Wayne havo been most, woefully lack- 
ing In attention to the enterprise and 
active in its support. A few extremely 
public spirited men like Mr. Perry A. 
Randall, Mr. Charles S. Bash and Mr. 
Frank B. Taylor have worked with 
great energy, setting no bounds to 
their zeal, to promote a sentiment out 
of which will come the proposed canal. 
But as for the 'community in general 
it may be said there has not only been 
no effort to co-operate, but scarcely a 
show of interest.

moting the waterway project must rest 
upon this city and Toledo. An ag- 
gressive and unanimous public spirit 
must be aroused. This project stands

It Is proposed to take some steps to- 
wards the prevention ot typhoid In 
the United States army. Scro-therapy, 
to which the prophylaxis against ty- 
phoid belongs, has taken immense 
strides within tha last few years. No 
one of these steps has attracted more 
popular attention than the treatment 
of rabies; no one is more generally 
valuable than that against diphtheria. 
In the latter malady tho mortality 
risk Is almost negligible ir the cure 
be begun In the earliest stages of the 
disease. Typhoid fever has ever been 
a mysterious and dreaded disease, 
striking its victims In insiduous ways. 
Much of its mystery has been cleared 
away within a few years. The discov- 
ery of tho "carriers" has been a great 
step forward, those distributors of 
bacilli which though not ill themselves 
are industriously making and sowing 
germs'for others to acquire. 
If tho 


new treatment finds itself adaptable 
to American soil and American condi- 
tions it will be a powerful weapon 
against a dreaded and dangerous mal- 
ady.

RED CROSS CHRISTMAS STAMP. 


Proceeds of Sale to Be Used in Fight- 


ing White Plague. 


A Christmas stamp for use on let- 


ters and packages •which has nothing 
to do with postal rates at all is the 
name of a plan by which funds of a 
penny at a time are being collected 
by the Red Cross society for use in 
helping rid the country of the disease 
of consumption. 


The American Red Cross is organ- 


ized to aid in time of war, famine and 
pestilence. No greater. pestilence is 
known than consumption, the white 
plague. As a-means of stamping out 
the disease the Red Cross society has 
issued what is called the Christmas 
stamp. It is designed for the purpose 
of being placed upon the lower left 
hand corner 
of 
letters, Christmas 


cards and Christmas 
packages. 
It 


costs the sender one cent. It Is in 
the colors of green and red and its 
words are "Merry Christmas," "Happy 
New Year" and "American National 
iled Cross." each of which is a cheery 
message. The mark of the red cross 
is also a part of the design.
